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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: elements :, :Q, < > + and - in Fig. 2; Write PT1 to word P of CHO 

P = P+1, P<Pmax; Write CHO to test page; Refresh page N; N=N+1 ; T=Tref&&N=Ntest; 
T=Tref&&N<Ntest; T=Tref&&N>Nmax; T=Tref&&N$Nmax; q<0&&Ntest=0; Transfer test 
page into CH1 P=0; Read word P from CH1 count errors P=P+1; P=Pmax; P<Pmax in 
Fig. 3; Next regulating cycle in Fig. 4. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

All features as recited in claims 2-14 and 16-42 are not seen to be in consistent 
with the description in the specification. Application is requested to amend the 
specification to clearly describe all features in consistent with the term language 
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as recited in claims 2-14 and 16-42 in order to help the examiner to understand the 
subject matter of the claimed invention. It should be noted that EXHIBIT A in 
Applicant' s amendment of 1 0/28/05 does not match all elements as recited in 
claims 2-14 and 16-42 in consistent with the specification. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 and 15 are, insofar as understood, rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Yoo et al., 5,654,930. 

Yoo et al., 5,654,930, discloses in Figs. 1-2 Prior Art the teaching of 
self-refreshing dynamic random access memory (DRAM) device comprising: 
continuously and dynamically measuring the retention time (see lines 35-39, column 3); 
regulating the refresh period of the memory based on the result of the measurement 
of the retention time by lengthening the self-refresh operation period from the beginning 
minimum self-refresh period continuously to the maximum self-refresh period tcy=125us 
as shown in Fig. 2 Prior Art (see lines 57-59, column 3) based on measured retention 
time as one second or more as defined by one second/1024 bits (see lines 37-39, 
column 3). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-14 and 16-42 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
